Mrs. Martin has 
oxerted soiuo strange and wonderful 
iniluencH that has put them completely 
in her power, and they are fanatics on 
the Bubject. One of the followers of 
this woman Christ is named Jerome 
He waa a bookkeeper here for the Gin 
cinimti agency cf D. Appleton & Co., 
tho New York publishers, lie gave 
up his position of 81,800 a year to 
serve the female Savior of mankind. 
To an Enquirer reporter who saw him 
to-dav he said in an earnest and elo- 
quent conversation: "I have seen God 
face to face in the last half hour." 

A young man named Uook, who 
workH in the auditor's otlice of the Ad- 
ams Express comany, has also been 
captured. He resigned his position and 
has attached himself to the new sect. 
They believe that all churches ar efrauds, 
and the preachers are a set of fools. 
Accounting for the fact that Christ 
should manifest himself in a female, 
they say that in heaven there are no 
sexes, and the Savior is as liable to ap- 
pear in a woman as a man.

Ottawa, Ont,, July 28 — The aged 
aunt of Joseph QoJderiau, a French 
Canadian, died Saturday, and last even- 
ing several friends of the family gather 
ed at Qodderieu'a cottage to sympathize 
with them in their bereavement.

It is a remarkable fact that tho 
Japanese were tho first to introduce 
seagoing torpedo boats. 

Tho proper safe working load of wire 
ropus is as follows: A diameter, 1,00U 
pounds; j> rope, 1,500 pounds; J rope, 
2,500 pounds. 1 inch rope, 0,000 
pounds. This is for 19 wires to the 
strand, hemp centers. 

At present there aro eighty coal mines 
worked in India, of which seventy- 
eight are in Bengal, one in the Central 
Provinces and one in Assam. The to- 
tal output in 13*3 was 1,315,776 tons, 
and 23,172 persons were employed.

Exercise and plenty of it is essential

'•absorbont, preventing tho smell which 
j arises from tho droppings. 

The nests must occasionally he re-

j than hay. Tobacco stems covered with 
j straw are an excellent prevention of 
insect breeding, especially when the 
; hens are setting. 

The farmer can place no better 
meat on his table than the tlesh of the

THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Not long since Col. Hope, of the Brit- 
ish urmy, wrote 11 letter to tlio London 
Times, in which he charged Unit serious 
abusos existed in the administration of af- 
faira connected with the War Office, even 
going to the length of stating that a sys- 
tem of wholesale corruption provailod, 
whereby army and navy contractors pro- 
vided the government with guns which 
burst, rifle cartridges which jam and bay- 
onets and swords of such inferior quality 
and make as to be practically usoless. 
Charges such as theae, mado so publicly 
by one occupying a public position cntiuod 
the generals who for the last ten or olevon 
years have been at the head of the war 
department to demand that an in- 
vestigation conducted by a court- 
martial be had, but Mr. Camp- 
bell Bannerman, secretary for war, 
replied that the charges not boing accoin 
panied by proof were not sufficiently de- 
finito to warrant the appointruont by act 
of parliament of a royal commission of 
enquiry. This was during the last par- 
liament, and it is posaiblo that now the 
matter has been startod that fresh rove- 
lationa will bo forthcoming. The shock- 
ing abusos of the contract system that were 
brought to light during the Crimean war, 
added to the terriblo mismanagement of 
the commissariat, revealed a slato of 
things which caused an outbreak of pub- 
lic indignation, and aery for reform. A 
committoe of enquiry into the manage- 
ment of 0110 of the recent expeditious to 
Egypt revealed a repetition of such abuses. 
The beof had been abstracted from the cans 
bought from Armour k Co.. Chicago, and 
band substituted for it; baled hay 
was found to contain a large admixture of 
willow and birch twigs; the i'Uuoos for use 
ou the Nile wero defective; the LmyouotR 
bad not beon properly tempered or hail 
been mado of inferior steel; the clothing 
was shoddy; and the contractors for sup- 
plying pumps for artesian wells bad sup- 
plied "dummies," which were, of course, 
quite useless. Prands were uho practiced 
by the contractors for supplying coal; and 
u deficit amounting to a little short of one 
million pounds could not be traced because 
of the confused system of keeping accounts. 
Again, it came out in an action at law over 
the estate of a gun inventor that ho had 
beeu compelled to bribe his way step by 
atop in socuring interviews with Lu^h oil i - 
cials before whom he wished to lay the 
merits of his invention. The British army 
and navy are honorable services, and it is 
not lueet that the stigma of chargos of mis- 
management, incompetency or corruption, 
however undeserved, should be iu any way 
connected with their administration; nor is 
it right, if there be any foundation to the 
statements, that the revenue of the country 
should be so flagrantly misapplied, nor 
thoso solving their country in the more in- 
ferior grades of the army anil navy be made 
to suffer by such abuses. Iu spite of the 
position taken by the late secretary tor war 
tbe popular voice will doubtless call for 
and bring about a thorough investigation. 

PASTEUJl. 

About the man whose name is becom- 
ing world-known — M. Pasteur — it may 
be interesting to learn, aside from the 
procoss of inoculation for rabies. In spite 
of the praise that is boin« lavished upon 
him he is described as remaining free 
from arrogance, but somewhat impatient 
of contradiction in reference to the modo 
of his treatment and the principle upon 
" which it is based . Every morning, at a 
fixed hour, a long lino of carriages lead 
up to hia door containing persons anxious 
to receive treatment at his hands. He 
sita with his face to a window, in thowest 
or hall-door facade, in the early hours of 
the forenoon. From nine to half past 
ten he is to bo seen opening, reading, and 
sorting telegrams and cablegrams. He 
liles turns and llings others into a largo 
baakot near him, which is full to over- 
flowing before the modulation begins. As 
his back is to any ono entering the room, 
to see his face it is necessary to return to 
the trravollod apace and look at him with 
the full light of day pouring on his face, 
quite unconcerned at the two hundred 
and upwards pairs of eyes that are 
gating at him. Ho treats all aliko, 
and pays no heed to oxternal signs of 
rank and wealth. Ho is obliging to all in 
the manner of a kindly hard-worked man, 
who has no time to lose in idle talk and 
empty compliment". His conversation 
with a new-comer, however important or 
well introduced is limited to "How do 
you do? What can I do for you?" And 
on boing told that the visitor wantB to bo 
inoculated, ho Bays. "Good; go and wait 
your turn with the others. ' Ho asks 
very few questions, indeed sometimes 
nono, about how applicants for treatment 
came to bo bitten, and does not like to 
hear that the dog which has indicted the 
bite has not "been killed. The lirst 
thing ono notices is that ho has 
the bronzed complexion of a 
military veteran, and a good deal in the gen- 
eral expression of a grave old soldior. His 
head is solidly constructed, spacious and 
high, without being high arohed. A man 
with such a head could not help making 
his mark iu life. Tho mind is at oase in a 
dwelling so spacious. All the lineamouts 
bespeak self-will and tho habit of hard, 
patient, persevering work. A nose that 
would be lumpy if shorter is wrinkled in all 
directions at the bridgo. It is tho sort of a 
low nose, with a thick, advnncmg, down- 
ward ond. A short scant board does not 
hide tho massive, fleshy, and yet not heavy 
outline of tho fender part of the face. All 
•air of thoughtful gravity pervades the coun- 
tenance. But thoro is something of tho 
African folino in the topaz-yellow eyes, 
which, when tho smoking cup is taken off 
and the head thrown back, stare right before 
them at vacancy as if to rest the optic nerve. 
There is a network of wrinkles at the 
temple, and lines and interlines about the 
brow and sido of the hobo. One sees that 
the right hand drags as. tho telegrams are 
opened, filed, or thrust away. Tho nock 
iu short and bull like, the shoulders 
broad, and when tho savant stands up his 
ligure strikes one as squat, thoug"h nut to 
an excesbive degree. At home lie droBses 
carelessly in an old pea-jacket, on tho 
breast of which there is the rod rosette of 
an officer of tho Legion of Honor. When 
he goes out his loose-fitting clothes are 
neat us a soldier's on parade, and the 
hoots are of as high a polish aa tho uiuch- 
vauntod Measrs. Day & Martin's paste 
blacking could produce. In taking con- 
stitutional walks in tho Luxembourg gar- 
dens he is seldom without a young disci- 
ple, on whoso arm he leaim. Pasteur is 
threatened with totul paralysis, and has 
had an eighteen years' struggle against 
hemlploogia .

Dreatlftal Accident off gundy 
Hook. 

§evcn Persons Perish by (lie 
Upsetting of a Schooner 
in » Squall'— Heartrending 
Details— 'Oriel ol the Surviv- 
ors Terrible. 

Acquittal on Uencrnl Princi- 
ples—A Prize Fighter Shot. 

Vallkjo, Oal. , July 31. — Last evening, 
in front of tho music hall, John Shaugll- 
neasy, a prize-fighter of local repute, was 
shot by Sergeant Adams, of the U. S. 
state rangers, in aelf-defenue, Shough- 
nessy having nasatiltod him. The ball 
entered tho small of the back and lodged 
in the stomach. His life ia despaired of. 
Adams surrendered to an officer and is 
now in jail. 

Dp.nvkk, Col., July ill —A Gunnison 
special says that in the districtlcouit this 
afternoon Frank Mason charged with 
murder und who has been on trial ono 
week was acquitted by the jury after 
being outone hour. It appears ihu mur- 
dered man called Mason tlie usual western 
pet name "s — of a b — ." Tlio juiy de- 
cided that a fellow who culled another 
auch a name deserved killing oil general 
principles. 

New VonK, duly 31. — In a terrible 
gale which swept over the bay on Friday 
night tho schooner Sarah Craig which waa 
bringing a party of sixteen ladies and 
gentlemen from Atlantic city to this port 
was capai/.ed off Sandy Hook. 
Soven of the sixteen persons perished. 
Tho schooner was hired by a party for a 
pleasure trip to New York, stopping on the 
way at Capo May and Atlantic City. The 
party left the wharf at Philadelphia on 
Tuesday morning in the schooner. The 
vessel was just outside Sandy Hook on 
Friday evening when the storm broke. The 
ladies went below when tho storm 
began and were much frightened. The 
captain endeavored to beat up into the bay. 
The schooner was working along slowly 
with mainsail ond jib set. About i'<:'Mi p. in . 
| when about GOO yards below Sandy 
Hook buoy, outside at some^distauco from 
the beach, a terrible squill struck the de- 
voted vessel and she waa forced com- 
pletely over on her beam ends, throwing 
those uti deck into tho water. The schoo- 
ner tilled very rapidly but was kept alloat 
by her sails, and the air imprisoned in tho 
cabins. The passengers and crew in tho 
water reached tho boat and clung des- 
perately to tho planks. Tho occu- 
pants of the cabin were still alive im- 
prisoned. The ladies iu heartrending 
tones Bcreamed and pitooualy begged 
for help. Their anguished friends 
were helpless and could do nothing to 
save them. One of tho young ladies 
reached up to the window, which was 
under water, and one of tho men caught 
her hand, but it slipped, leaving ono of 
her rings in his hand. Sho fell back 
and was not seen again; others were in 
the part where the air kept the water 
down. Their agonizing cries continued 
for a while, when ill was still. Some 
perished by suffocation, for their faces 
when found wero black aa from choking; 
others hold on to tho Bides of the cabin 
as long as they could and then let go to 
drown. A pilot in the skiff came out 
and saved other passengers and tho crew. 
Three tugs came out to tho wreck, but 
nothing could bo done to save tho 
unfortunates in the cabin. One of the 
tugs tried to tow in the wrock to 
government wharf at Sandy Hook. The 
forco of tho storm caused a high soa and 
tho tide was too Btrong to do much, but 
they porsoverod in tho teeth of a storm 
and all night long they worked until 5 a. in, , 
vrhon they reached tho wharf. Tho work of 
raising then began. Wtido it was pro- 
ceeding the body of Mrs. Stevens 
floated out of the cabiu ond whb secured. - 
Aftor the wrecked schooner was partially 
raised Capt. (lulby began diving for 
bodios. IJo was !i hours in tho water, 
and recovered all tho bodies but that of 
Miss Bellow which could not bo found. 
It la supposed that it has floated under 
one of tho berths under water. Capt 
Gulby waa thoroughly exhausted by hia 
heroio exertions. About noon tho 
search was discontinued. The bodies 
wero lying on the deck of the 
tug covered with canvas, Cor- 
oner Van Weil, of Long Branch, 
thou took charge of the bodies and with an 
undertaker went to Long Branoli, An in- 
quest will bo held to-night. The grief of 
aaved passengers was terrible, Mr. Stev- 
ens was almost heartbroken al the Iosh of 
his wife and two daughters. N'one of the 
party could speak of their terrible calamity 
without breaking down. The remains of 
the ladies and Mr. Clark will be sent to 
Philadelphia to-morrow. The names ol the 
dead are: Mrs. Cora E. Atkin, aged 24 
years; Mrs. T. Stevens, aged 55 years; Miss 
Mamie Stevens, aged 21 years; Grama 
Murritt, aged 21 years; Chester Clark aged 

21 years; MisB Maud E. Pellew, aged 17 
yearn. Tho body of ltebecea Merritt, agod 

22 years, was not recovered. 

San Fkanoisco, Oal., duly 31.— On 
board tho steamer City of Poking which 
arrived hereon Wednesday from Hong- 
kong, waa a number of coolies on route 
for Panama. They were kept on board 
the Peking until to-day, when their 
baggage waa transferred to tho 
Panama steamer Granada, It was 
beliuvud by ruvonuu officers tha 
opium was concealed in the baggage 
and as soon aa it had beeu transferred tn 
the Granada search was made. Tho search 
was rewarded by the discovery of two 
trunks of prepared and two basketa 
of crude opium, valued at about §5,500. 
[t lias not been cuatomary horo- 
tofoto to search luggage. Tho cool- 
ies were on their way to Panama, 



but auapicion has prevailed for 
some timo that smugglers had been in tho 
habit of bringing opium to this port, hav.

The Cause of the Disaster 
Awaiting Explanation 
— Death of Two 
Sufferers. 



Tho steamship Queen of tho Pacilic sail od 
from tho outer wharf at 1 o'olock yesterday 
afternoon for San Francisco. She had, bo- 
Hides a full passenger list, 1000 tons of V. 
C. Co.'s coal. It was originally intended 
to take 1100 tons; but after the explosion 
Oapt. Alexauder declined to receive any 
more on board. 

THE snip 

shows few signs of having boon in peril 
two days ago. In tho fore-hold, whore the 
accident occurred, tho sides are blackeuod 
and scorched, and the stanchions look as 
though they had passed through a fiery 
ordeal; but in other renpoets tho vessel 
boars no marks of ill usage. Tho officers 
and crow expressed various theories as to 
the cause of tho explosion. One thought 
that a dynamite cartridge that had missed 
lire iu tho mi no had boon accidentally 
mixed with the coal and exploded by con- 
tact with tho floor when shunted into tho 
hold. Another thought that tho trouble 
came from a charge of black powder that hud 
been put, in and overlooked when tho coal 
was mined. Others inclined to the opinion 
that tc 

COAI. DUST 

which had gathered in the air in the 
hold, was attributable the aocoident. There 
woro no lights in the hold at tho time. All 
agree that tho concussion was severe and 
that it occurred when the first lumps of 
coal from the last carload struck the bottom 
of tho hold. All tho men in the hold at tho 
time were more or less burned. Mr. Han- 
son, the chief officer, had his hair and 
eyelashes burned off, but did not knock off 
duty. One of the men leaped overboard 
and wan picked up by a boat. The others 
either climbed up or were helped out of the 
hold. Their appearance was startling — the 
hair having been burned from their heads 
and faces and their bodies were scorched 
und blooding. 

In the after-saloon, 'J"iO feet from the fore- 
hold, tho stewards were terrified by the 
hatoh being blown off and several chairs 
that were near by were lifted to the coil- 
ing, whore they smashed an electric chan- 
delier. This was tho first intimation that 
tho people who were aft had of the acci- 
dent, the gas having boon forced along 
between decks and found a vent al the 
after hatch. Tho saloon instantly be- 
came thickly charged with coal gaa and 
dust. Captain Alexander, who was on 
board, ordered thu 

KIRK ALARM TO UK BOUNDKD 
which was done, and within two minutes 
after the explosion several stroama of wa- 
ter were poured into the hold. Theae had 
the effect of clearing the atmosphere and 
enabling an examination to bo made of 
tho veisel, which was found, aa before 
atatail, to be only alightly damaged. The 
aull'orcrs, who by thiB tiuio woro writhing 
iu agony, woro hurried off to the hospital 
where every thing possible was done to 
relieve their misery. The natnoa of the 
unfortunate men have been already given 
to tho readers ol IVio Colonist; and, aa 
announced in a telegram Wm.

from the effects of their burns. Two others 
aro boliovod to be dying. An inquest has 
been opened. It ia hoped that it will he 
of a searching character. It ia of the groat 
est importance that the cauao which led to 
thia sudden and alarming disaster should 
be aacertainod, so that a recurrence may 
bo guarded against. This is tho first dis- 
aster of tho kind, wo believe, that has 
ever occurred on a vosaol while engaged 
in taking on or discharging cargo. Ex- 
plosions of duat have taken place in flour- 
ing mills when windows and doora were 
tightly cloaod ; but in tho case of the Quee» 
tho foro-hatch and porta were all opon, 
allowing a constant current of air. The 
affair ia shrouded in mystery. .

CANADA. 

Montreal, July 31.— The Dominion 
olectioii contest yesterday in the County 
of Chambly, opposite this city, resulted 
in tho election of Aid. Prefontaine, Lib- 
eral, over Jodoin, Conservative, by a ma- 
jority of 45. Major Ohagnon, who made 
audi a Btartling speech in rcferenco to 
the queationable conduct of gentlemen 
in the various departments with femalea 
employed therein, wisoly withdrew. 

The vote polled in Chambly on Friday 
would have been larger had the election 
taken place undor the new franchise act. 
There is great excitement over tho reault 
throughout tho provincea and at tho capi- 
tal. It is claimed by the defeated party 
that if Sir John had been in Ottawa the 
result would have been otherwise. 

EASTERN" STATES. 

St. Loois, July ^0. — It ia just learned 
that the postal car which left New York 
for St . Louis, June 28, had among its 
mail pouches for St. Louis, which con- 
tained about $20,000 in money and drafts, 
bonds, ohecka and other valuable papers, 
and property valued at $80,000 At Pitts- 
burg Ilia far west mails were transferred 
and passed into the hands of chief clerk, 
Jus. Ferald. The train, as usual, made a 
very short stop at that place and also, as 
uaual, the chief clerk signed a receipt for 
the various pouches without inspecting 
them, tho time being too short to do so. 
During the run to Indianapolis ho found 
that he had recoipted for the St. Louis 
pouch, which was not in his possession, 
and which probably had not been turned 
over to him with tho rest of the mail. He 
immediately reported a robbery. 

Pori'.svii.i.K, Pa., July 31.— At \l:li> 
this morning a tremendous explosion, the 
shock of which was distinctly felt in thia 
city, occurred at St. Clair, two miles iti 
thu distance. Dynamite had been placed 
under the Baptist church and exploded, 1 
wrecking the building and entailing dam- 
age to the amount of several hundred 
dollars. Tho perpetrators have not been 
discovered, but the act ia uoiveraally re- 
yarded as tho result of the cruaade of the 
law and order anciety, through whose 
efforts Datiiel Walker, an old 3nd re- 
spected citizen waa recently imprisoned 
for a technical violation of the liquor law, 
and who died a abort time Bince, his 
death being generally attributed to his 
imprisonment. Some six months ago the 
store of an active member of the society 
was blown up, and the excitement and 
bad blood occasioned by that demonstra- 
tion haa been raiaed to fever hoat by the 
subsequent events resulting in this morn- 
ing's outrage.

Ottawa, July 31.— During his visit to 
the maritime provinces Hon. Mr. Poster, 
minister of marine and liaheriea, apeiit 
his time mainly in a personal inveatiga- ! 
tion of the complex lishories question iu | 
the Bay of Fundy. As a result of tho 
investigation several measures will at onco 
bo put into operation for the more thor- 
ough enforcement of the law on that 
body of water. People of the maritime 
provinces are loud in their praisea of the 
vigorous and elliciont policy of the gov- 
ernment. Mackerel have been plenty, 
and with little exception have kept cl lao 
in shore. The Ciiited States schooners 
give the Canadian oruiaora a wide berth. 
The purchase of bait and supplies lias 
been effectually stepped and no tratia 
shipment of cargoes haa boon allowed. 

A Brave Boy Who Has Saved 
Kiglit Persons from Drown- 
ing Within Two Years. 

Nkw York, July 19.— Daniel Tarbush 
is tho 18 year old son of Policeman Hen 
ry W. Tarbush, of the Twenty-sixth pre- 
cinct. Ho has already saved eight per- 
sons from drowning within two years, and 
his friends think he ia entitled to a 
medal, Yesterday tho Harlem Beach at 
1 Kith street was crowded with bathers. 
Voting Tarbush waa rowing, and at 1, p. 
in. saw a stout German throw up his anna 
and sink. Tarbush jumped in and brought 
him aafoly to shore. Later in the day he 
saved two more lives in a similar manner.

Chiuaqo, July 20.— Ernest Hollstook, 
an 11 year old newsboy, whose parents 
reside on Best avenue, Lakeviow, parted 
with his life for his bravery yesterday. 
While he and several playfellows were 
fishing in the largo clay hole fff one of tho 
brickyards west of Claybourno avenue, 
in the afternoon, two of the bwys fell 
from the steep bank into tho water.

— The Netherland 
steamer Wnesland, which oft Antwerp oa 
the 11th and arrived here; yesterday morn- 
ing, reports that at noon on tho second day 
out, and just after the Waesland loft the 
channel, a whale was seen floating on the 
water directly iu the vessel's course.
